It was sald tonight by officers of the 
company that the petition in dissolu- 
tion was a formality only, and that 
the company had not been in opera- 
tion for many years. The 
formerly held in the name of the com- 
pany, it is said, had since been ab- 
sorbed by other interests, although 
the name of the company had been 
allowed to exist.

“A dog when. at large should be 
‘imuszzied for two important reasons. 
The first is for the protection of the 
dog. To have dogs at large, some of 
which are dangerous, is engendering a 

tred. Dogs are naturally 
but are made vicious often 
by ill-treatment. As true friends of 
dogs we should seek to enforce the 
present ordinance instead of seeking 
its repeal. 

“The protection of children, not to 
speak of animais and grown-up people, 
is the greater desideratum, of course. 
It i no disparagement to a dog to say 
that all the dogs in Angeles are 
not worth one child. Anyone who 
thinks otherwise is not a true dog 
lover. Dogs are children lovers, and 
have saved many children’s lives: so 
should a dog lover be a child lover. 
if for no other reason than to be true 
to his dog. and also help to save the 
lives of children. 

“The alarming fact must be conaid- 
ered that there is an infection of 
rabies in our city. The present ordi- 
nance is not a permanency. It is in- 
tended to be a law until the rabies 
shall have been exterminated. The 
muzzies can be made safe and sum. 
cient without interfering with the 
dog's breathing or drinking. 

“We should not be moved by any 
considerations of mere sentimentality 
or fanaticism.

Alibis Fall to Ground, Say 
the Detectives. 


The police are weaving a net of

Efforts to connect young Haasak- 
ker with crimes other than the hold- 
ups of Saturday night on Whishire 
boulevard and in Hollywood. were 
renewed yesterday morning when the 
Central Station officers received the 
information that their prisoner was 
employed in that section of the city

Haasakker was a close companion 
ef another young man for whom the 
detectives are searching. In im 
they hope to find Haasakker’'s ed- 
erate in additional highway crimes of 
which the young rancher is now sus- 
pected. This second man may, it is 
said, be taken into custody any time 
within twenty-four hours.

It ie claimed that paper shells for 
a shot gun, containing shot of the 
same size as those taken from Janes’s 
head. were used on the Moberry 
ranch. The detectives are trying to 
find a possible connection between 
either Haasakker and his alleged 
confederate, the Moberry ranch shell 
and the shot. * 

What the detectives consider an- 
other strong bit of circumstantial ev!- 
dence against Haasakker is that he 
did not buy the revolver he used Sat- 
urday night until after the Janes 
murder. They say that strengthens 
the hypothesis that the ranch hand 
and his supposed companion used «4 
gun thet night, and later the young 
Hollander invested in the revolver 
which was found upon him following 
the robberies Saturday night.

Rucker, whose home is in Lompoc, 
said he had heard that the Lompoc 
plant had been sold, but he had never 
cast his eyes before upon Ells. Later 
it was reported that Ells had slipped 
in ahead of the Coalinga company in 
the purchase of the Lompoc property, 
— as he hoped to slip in ahead of 

rivals in the purchase of the new 
franchise, which is a blanket affair, 
giving the holder the right to erect 
poles and string wires on the highways 
of the county. The Coalinga company 
will introduce Kern river power for 
the first time to this part of the state. 

The Lompoc enterprise is a steam 
plant of rather small calibre. In 
awarding the franchise to the Coalinga 
Water and Electric company, the 
Supervisors adopted a resolution de- 
claring that Elis is not a responsible 
party.”
